FARM WAGES IN CANADA

CARA! LABOR IN CANADA TO-DAY 

— is the path that leads to farm establishment and 
independence. All colonization authorities are unani¬ 
mous in their advice to newcomers, no matter what 
their financial circumstances or power of immediate 
farm acquisition, to serve at least § season’s appren¬ 
ticeship in farm employment. The primary con¬ 
sideration is that the new settler may become experi¬ 
enced in the ways of the country and leam its agri¬ 
cultural methods, laying a sound foundation for fu¬ 
ture activities. At the same time, farm employment 
as a means of securing capital against the time when 
beis ready to launch out oo hi* own account is not 
to be disregarded by the newomer. This is illustrated 
in the return on farm wages prevailing in 1927. 

For the whole of Canada the average wages per 
month of farm helpers during the Summer season of 
1927 was for men $41 and for women $23. In ad¬ 
dition the value of board is placed at $23 for men 
and $19 for women. The total wages and board 
thus for men $64 and for women $42. By the 
year the average for men. including board, was $658 
and for women $467, the value of the yearly board

hi* ninety-second year,' passed to hi* last rest in Van¬ 
couver yesterday. 1 

To the late Mr. Cambie belonged the title* of 
explorer and engineer. He was the first white man 
to invade many parts of British Columbia. Very 
often lie went about alone, his love of sdventure 
sustaining him. his engineering instinct guiding him. 
On other occasions he enlisted the services of the 
Indians. Present day citizens of mature age were 
Unborn when he was tackling the task which the 
Dominion Government of the time had entrusted to 
him. For it was in 1874 when, among other ex¬ 
ploratory duties in this Province. Mr. Cambie was 
commissioned to recommend a terminal site for a 
transcontinental railway. Thirteen years afterwards 
he saw the first C.P.R. tram pull into what now is 
the Vancouver end of the line. 

Thus the life of Henry Cambie very largely 
also is the history of the Canadian Pacific Railway. 
But his calling took him to many parts of Canada.

> This week's description* are as fol¬ 
lows. 

Douglas Fir—Brown in appearance; 
bark, brown and yellow flaky appear¬ 
ance. wheb cut into, deeply furrowed 
and often very thick; cone, hangs 
down, two to three Inches long, coni¬ 
cal shape, three-pronged bracts on 
sides. cone falls from tree whole; 
foliage, slim, pointed. dark-green 
needles, extending all round the stem, 
soft to touch, lightly silvery under¬ 
neath; peculiarities, wood Is -very 
resinous, has strong contrast in color 
between Spring and Summer growth, 
lower branches of tree die rapidly when 
among other trees, leaving branchless 
trunk for considerable height, branches 
droop, common in Victoria. 

Grand Fir—Ashy-grey appearance; 
bark, purply red in aide, has shallow 
furrows when old. is very brittle, many 
blisters In young; cone, stands up¬ 
right. closely packed, about three 
inches high, cone falls to pieces on 
tree, when green very gummy, cylin¬ 
drical In shape; foliage, wide needles, 
shiny green on face, silver on back 
B-shaped at Up. arranged apparently 
flat on stems, long and short alter¬ 
nately upper branches. needles 

point upward; peculiarities, branches 
at base of tree do not die readily, but 
stay on even on old trees growing In 
bush, wood Is slightly resinous and 
has fair contrast between Spring and 
Summer wood, sour smell when green, 
branches droop, common In Victoria 
This tree Is one of the balsams which 
are the only true fire in British 
Columbia. *■ 

Western Yew—Bark, reddish and 
thin; seed, red berry; foliage, needles 
dark green on bqth sides, with halr- 
Uke point; peculiarities, twigs sprout 
out all up trunk, trunk fibrous and 
twisted, not . unlike a rope, often not 
vertical, branches generally point up¬ 
wards (In nearly all other needle trees 
they hang down), heart wood, dark 
chestnut color; sap wood, white;

1890. and became chief of the museum 
in 1904. He recalled that the collec¬ 
tion now on view had been built 
around a private collection donated ur 
the Province by John Fsnnen. the first 
curator, which only required a small 
room for display 

Development was speedy following 
removal In 1897 to the present location 
In the east wing of the Parliament 
Buildings. 

A museum to-day is not a curiosity 
shop, but lg an important and necessary 
adjunct to education. The British 
Columbia collection ’Is limited to the 
flora and fauna of this Province. Mr. 
Kermode pointed out. 

He believed that private collections 1 
should be encouraged, and showed that 
museum* must be more than build* ngs 
equlppejj with show esses and exhibit*, 
sucreas depending essentially uport 
having a skilled and sympathetic staff 

Mr Kermode considered that mu¬ 
seums and libraries should work hand

McLeod, district president of the 
United Mine Workers of America. Is¬ 
sued the following statement: 

"In presenting the proposition to the 
men one point stressed was that the 
district executive board were absolute¬ 
ly opposed to any recurrence of strife 
with the company. This warfare that 
had continually existed permitted the 
men to take advantage of certain busy 
seasons to obtain temporary Increase* 
of wages. The company, on the other 
hand, bided their time and at a season 
favorable to themselves, "truck back 
at the men through wage reduction* 

"We have doggedly and patiently 
fought these wearisome baUles, and 
have the satisfaction that 80 per cent 
of the men voting have recorded an 
overwhelming majority In favor of 
business methods as against the old 
destructive tactics."
